venously infused at an initial rate in the range of 
about 7.5 milliliters per kilogram per minute for a 
time period of about 3 0 seconds followed by a steady- 
state rate in the range of about 3 milliliters per 
kilogram per minute for a time period of about 2 
minutes .
